2 : 


We are, of course, unaware what, provisions 
the new land system to be introduced by the 
Government during the present session will con- 
tain. It may not be considered altogether ont 
of place, however, to make a few remarks re- 
specting one provision which we deem very im- 
portant in any system which may. be inaugurated 
at the present stageof the colony. The colo- 
nists have already enjoyed a very practical illus- 
tration of the avidity with which a certain class 


/ are disposed to grasp at rural lands for purely 
- speculative purposes; 


and, young as: the colony 
js, we are not without @ practical knowledge of 
the ill effects of a monopoly of agricultural 
lands by these land-sharks. Commencing ‘as far 


* back as 1859, officials’ and others, from the Chief 


Commissioner of Lands'iand Works down to the 
clerks in the government departments, became 
possessed of wild lands, either by taking advan- 
tage of the apelogy fora land system at that 
period, or by availing themselves of the privilege 
of purchasing surveyed lands on the easy terms 
of two shillings and a penny down and two-shil- 
lings and a penny in two years, free from condi- 
tions as to-occupation and improvement, and have 


 gueceeded in locking hp large tracts of the most 


desirable of our agricultural land, both «in the 
neighborhood of New! Westminster and elsewhere. 
What is the result ? - A few settlers are to be 
found scattered here and there, cut off from each 
other’s help or society from being divided by 
tracts of land held by absentee speculators. 
They settle upon and improve their farms in soli- 
tnde, and enhance the value of the. adjoining 
lands without enjeying any teciprocal advanta- 
ges from .the owners of such lands ; and! thus 
the actaal settler is obliged to contend with diffi- 
culties and, diseouragements which ‘ought never 
to have heen placed in his way, and our most 
valuable lands aré for the present diverted from 
their legitimate use by being locked up for. pur- 
poses of speculation,; Ju early-times we advo- 
cated provisions and conditions in disposing: of 


"public lands which would prevent this evil. But 


now it is a cure, as well ass preventative, that 
js demanded. No wild lands Phould be cither 
sold or given away unless for and upon condi- 
at: least, improvement. 
When land is held by the Crown at the nominal 
price of four shillings and two pence an acre it 
is Obviously not as a source of revenue, so. much 
as that. those who desire to use it may be enabled 
to obtain land upon aan terms, and thereby be 
encouraged to devote themselves to that branch 
of industry: ‘ If the mere speculator can get 
land on the same terms and lock it ‘up for the 
purpose of commanding a high price at some fu- 
ture period, that object is defeated; and the set- 
‘ tler has the alternative jof purchasing second 
hand from the speculator at exorbitant prices or 
being driven into some-other pursuit, or, perad- 
venture, leaving the country in disgust. It is, 

therefore, a very great injury to the colony that 
speculators are enabled to shut op the most de- 
sirable lands against those who would otherwise 
settle upon and improve these lands, to the great 
benefit of the colony and all classes of* Her Ma- 
jesty’s subjects therein, We would, therefore, 

advocate the introduction into the néw land sfs- 
tem of such conditions Of sale as would prevent 
persons purchasing antl holding Crown lands 
without occupying or improving the same. In 


"addition to this we would also strongly urge up- 


on the Government the desirability of levying @ 
‘tax upon unimproved country lands, chiefly as a 
cure for the evil alyeady created, but also to op- 
erate’as a wholesome deterrent in the fature. 
Perhaps the most effe¢tnal way to prévent men 
porchasing large tracts/of land for purposes of 
, Spéculation is the imposition of a good smart 
Wild land tax.. Sucha measure would operate 
intWo ways, It would prove a source of reve- 
hue, compelling the: speeulator to contribute 
tomething towards the revenue as a sort of set- 
off for the evil, and pretenting in a very great 
Measure the evil itself. For men would find it 
tobe a very doubtful specalation to invest in 
sich lands if they were obliged to pay a good 
Smart interest on their’ investment every year, 
inthe shape of a land tax. With the experience 
-f some of tlie other colonies before us it: would 
be an unpardonable blander did we allow the 
til to which we allude’ ‘to attain mach larger di-

Council began on Thursday last, memorable 
henceforth in the annals of British Colambia, a4 
the first day in whicli ‘the proceedings of the 
Legislature wete condycted, in“Gny respe¢t, un- 
der the public eye. 

The intimatipn that the representatives of the 


in future to be admitted created general interest, 
the reporters of thé press to be admitted by 
“ season tickets” and'the people on membey’spas- 
ses,und shortly befote 3 o'clock; many of the towns- 
people might have been seen) on their, Way to 
the Camp. Attwop'tlock the sounds of the 
bugle summoned the Volunteets to parade in 
their drill room, whente they marched up to the 
Camp and were drawn up in front of the princi- 
pal-entrance of the legislative hallto await the 
arrival of our popalar Govertor. 

The interior of the hall presented a sufficient- 
ly striking appearance, its severe, almost naked 
simplicity, forcibly suggested the idea of, what 
a Roman Senate House might have been jin |the 
early days of the/Republic. “The members sit at 
a long table in the middle of the room. The pre- 
siding. member’s chair is on @ raised dais at the 
heud of the board. The main body of the hall 
is divided from the entrance by a partitidn run- 
ning across tlie robm, and from the publi¢ seats 
by a railing. “Round the sides of the room seats 
were provided for| the, ladies, whose presonce im- 
parted a more cheerful appearance | to the some- 
what sombre apartment. 

At 3 o'clock the hall was tolerably full, and 
in a short time the sharp word of command and 
the elank of arms coming to the present, @nnoun- 
ced to those within the hall that the Volunteers 
were saluting his Excellency. Accompanied by 
his Private Secretary, Governor Seymour enter- 
ed, and, bowing to the members who rose to re- 
ceive him, took his seat as Presiding Member. 
His Excellency having administered the éath to 
Mr. Cornwall, member for Yale and Lytton, took 
his speech from the tiands of his Secretary, and 
read as follows : 

Hoxonante Gextyem@n or THR LEGISLATIVE 
—Her Majesty's Roy? Commands |** direct and require 
me to frame and prapoge to the Cotinell, for their adop- 
tion, such Standing Rules as may be necessary for the 
conduct of business, whith Rules and) Orders shall at 
all times be followed and observed, and sball be bind- 
ing upon the said Couneil, unléegs the same, ar any of 
them, be disallowed’ ty “ Her Majesty.” . 

2. The Royal Instructions give me great discretionary 
power, and I have availed myself of jit to give greater 
legislative independence to the Coungil. . The right of 
members to introduge Bills és condeded. The} mode in 
which business shall be conducted between thie Gover- 
nor and the Conneil, in |their future usual position-of 
distinct branches of the Legislature, is regulated with 
a view to your freedom of action; and)you will find that 
nearly all the powers|generally belonging to an elected 
Assembly are conferred on you, ‘I trust that year by 
year we shall, without unduly weakening the Executive 
action, be able to take steps towatds giving to the peo- 

e a moredirect share jn the government of the colony. 

3, Her Majesty speoilly directs me to make such 
Rules as may be'necessary ** to, epsure punctuality of 
attendance of the members of Council.” With this ob- 
ject, I propose to give the President for the time being, 
with the consent of the Council} authority to fine mem- 
bers for non-attendance. ‘This provision is taken from 
the Rules of an elective Assémbly with which I was 
recently connected. I lay the Standing Rules before you. 

4. The Atts of the last session have, with | three ex- 
ceptions, reveived Her Majesty's approval. 4 decision 
on the Customs Bill-is fitferred, The Ordinance regu- 
lating Inland Navigation cannot be submitted tor the 
Queen’s allowance iin its present shape.
